Though  numbers  at  some  of  the  convention's  functions  were  small 
it  was  a  great  sucess  by  any  standard.  The  Lincoln  Journal  reported 
a  drowd  of  over  1500  and  certainly  most  of  these  were  on  hand  on 
Sunday  rather  than  Saturday  which  some  dealers  felt  was  an  excellent 
selling  day  in  spite  of  the  slimmer  crowd.  In  case  you  might  have 
been  interested  in  something  from  one  of  the  particular  dealers  whose 
name  and  address  escaped  you,  there  is  a  complete  list  elsewhere  in 
this  issue.  The  selling  highliqht  of  the  convention  had  to  be  Sill 
Burnett's  proof  l85o  flying  eagle  cent  which  went  to  trnie  Policky  in 
a  trade  which  hovered  around  the  S2,500  figure.  In  the  non-competitive 
display  area  there  were  two  which  drew  a  great  deal  of  attention:  The 
first  was  from  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printinq  on  the  printing  of 
U.S.  currency  while  the  State  Historical  Society  loaned  a  frame  of 
coins  and  artifacts  found  at  Fort  Atkinson.  Best  of  Show  this  year 
went  to  Bernard  Vasa  of  Ogallala  for  his  set  of  type  one  cent  pieces  in 
a  case  of  his  own  design.

A  new  award  this  year  was  presented  to  John  Gabarron  for  his  article  in 
the  NEWSLETTER  on  Bryan  Money.  The  award,  the  N.N.A.  Literary  award 
was  presented  by  Bob  Kutcher. 

The  business  meeting  was  held  Saturday  afternoon  with  Ray  Bjorklund 
presiding  in  the  absence  of  President  Bill  Richards  of  Crawford  with  the 
big  news  being  that  a  woman  had  been  elected  to  office  for  the  first  time 
in  the  N.N.A. 's  history.  The  complete  results  were: 

President:  Ray  Bjorklund  of  Minden 
First  Vice  President:  Bob  Kutcher  of  Lincoln 
Second  Vice  President:  Vivian  Cooper  of  Omaha 
By  ammendment  to  the  constitution,  the  offices  of  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
Assistant  Secretary-Treasurer  were  extended  to  three  years  as  opposed  to 
the  current  one  year  term.  John  Gabarron  noted  that  membership  was  at  an 
all  time  high  of  about  125  which  he  partially  attributed  to  the  NEWSLETTER. 
Elmer  Nelson,  representing  the  Grand  Island  Coin  Club  officially  bid  for 
the  site  of  the  1968  convention  pending  the  approval  of  the  executive 
committee.  Walt  Carlstrom  mentioned  the  advisability  of  clubs  with  annual 
shows  attempting  to  plan  them  so  that  they  fell  on  the  same  weekend  each 
year,  thus  helping  to  avoid  duplication  of  efforts.  It  was  felt  that 
if  the  NEWSLETTER  would  serve  as  a  clearing  house  of  all  state  shows 
dates  further  embarrasment  could  also  be  avoided.  Vice  President 
bjorklund  then  appointed  Elmer  Nelson  and  Walt  Carlstrom  as  regional 


representatives  for  the  purpose  of  gathering  show  dates  and  then 
submitting  them  to  the  NEWSLETTER  for  approval.  Any  show  which  was 
then  cleared  as  not  being  in  conflict  with  another  show  in  its 
immediate  vicinity  would  receive  official  sanction.  Mr.  Nelson  will 
be  responsible  for  shows  outstate  and  Mr.  Carl strom  for  those  who 
are  located  in  the  Eastern  section. 

Mr.  Bjorklund,  who  officiated,  read  a  letter  from  President  Bill 
Richards  of  Crawford  wishing  the  convention  best  wishes  and  explaining 
that  his  business  kept  him  from  attending  this  year.  Walt  Carlstrom 
invited  those  present  to  stop  by  his  table  and  view  the  proposed  obverse 
of  a  medal  which  would  honor  all  of  the  coin  clubs  in  the  state  and  make 
additions  or  corrections. 

A  high  (or  possibily  low)  point  of  the  banquet,  which  was  held 
Saturday  evening,  was  the  entertainment  offered  by  M.C.  Jim  McKee  and 
his  unexpected  guest.  Miss  Eldora  Kritchlow  of  Gopher's  Craw  Nebraska, 
who,  at  187,  is  the  state's  oldest  I i v i ng ( ? )  numismatist.  Miss 
Kritchlow,  who  greatly  resembled  Linda  Lewis'  husband  assisted  in 
distributing  the  awards  and  door  prizes  to  the  much  delighted  and 
sometimes  chagrined  winners.  The  ladies  luncheon,  earlier  in  the  day, 
also  was  a  great  success  with  about  40  ladies  in  attendance.  They 
were  entertained  by  a  program  on  pioneer  costumes  and  clothing  by 
Miss  Gerda  Peterson  and  various  games  with  prizes  for  everyone.  The 
contest  for  centennial  costumes  was  won  by  Barbara  Plouzek,  Bernie 
Gabarron  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  Schmitt.  Later  in  the  afternoon  John  Gabarron 
narrated  a  colored  slide  show  on  Bryan  Money  which  drew  about  thirty 
interested  persons. 

Sunday  there  were  annual  meetings  for  both  the  Nebraska  Vecturists 
Association  and  the  Ancient  Coin  Club  of  Nebraska.  Both  meetings  were 
well  attended  and  drew  favorable  remarks  from  those  present. 

Judging  from  the  above  comments  the  show  was  a  complete  success 
and  just  as  important  it  appears  that  there  will  be  in  the  vicinity  of 
a  SI50.00  profit  for  the  association's  coffers.  Among  the  distinguished 
persons  attending  and  thus  helping  the  shows'  stature  were  Aubrey  BeBee 
of  Omaha,  Chet  Krause  of  lola  Wisconsin — publisher  of  the  Numismatic 
news  and  Barbara  Raeder,  Editor  of  the  Western  Coin  Collector.

LINCOLN’S  ELUSIVE  SCRIP 


by  JIM  McKEE 

Much  of  the  credit  for  this  story  must  go  to  eagle-eyed  Bob 
Petit  of  the  Nebraska  State  Historical  Society  who  found  the  missing 
link  in  the  form  of  an  article  in  the  State  Journal  of  October  16, 

1874,  though  I  personally  spent  several  Saturday  afternoons  reading 
City  Council  minutes  and  old  newspapers  of  the  period  attempting  to 
piece  together  the  scanty  information  concerning  the  City  of  Lincoln's 
much  speculated  currency  issue  of  the  I870's. 

It  was  a  more  or  less  commonplace  occurence  for  a  city  or  county 
to  issue  scrip  or  actual  currency  to  pay  outstanding  debts  or  fund  a 
special  project  during  the  late  1 800 ' s .  The  City  of  Omaha  was  per¬ 
haps  the  most  prolific  issuer  in  the  area  with  some  $60,000  outstanding, 
to  pay  for  the  construction  of  the  territorial  capitol  building  in 
their  city.  These  notes  circulated  for  some  time  with  decreasing  value 
until  they  were  finally  worthless  in  the  late  1850's. 

The  first  thought  given  to  the  issuance  of  city  scrip  was  on  May 
20  of  1872  when  Mayor  E.  E.  Brown  and  counci Imen  J.  J.  Gosper  (McGosper), 

S.  G.  Owen,  Chairman  of  the  council  finance  committee  and  L.  A.  Scoggin 
were  authorised  to  negotiate  with  bank  note  companies  in  this  regard. 

The  notes  were  to  be  in  the  denominations  of  $1,  2  and  3  with  suitable 
designs.  The  project  then  remained  dormant  until  August  20  of  1872 
when  the  city  council  passed  an  ordinance  for  their  issuance  and  the 
Mayor  was  instructed  to  have  $10,000  worth  of  the  notes  printed  by 
The  Continental  Bank  Note  Company.  At  this  point  it  must  be  assumed 
that  they  were  intended  to  be  for  general  usage  as  no  particular  intent 
was  ever  mentioned  in  the  council  proceedings  although  the  city  was  at 
this  time,  having  to  raise  money  for  the  building  of  a  new  fire  house, 
various  fire  cisterns  around  the  city  and  the  financing  of  a  salt  water 
artesian  well  to  be  located  in  the  Government  Square.  After  the  print¬ 
ing  of  some  1500  sheets  of  one  and  two  dollar  notes  it  was  found  that 
"warrants  could  not  be  issued  for  more  than  50$  of  the  (a)  levy,  and... 
that  outstanding  claims  could  not  be  paid  with  warrants. .. and  the  scrip 
idea  was  broached."  It  was  also  pointed  out  by  the  Mayor,  at  this  point, 
that  there  was  a  10$  Federal  tax  on  such  ventures.  The  next  we  hear  of 
the  issue  was  in  6arly  1894  when  the  State  National  Bank  was  being 
remodeled  and  Will  Stein  found  the  entire  supply.  Mr.  Stein  promptly 
sold  most  of  the  bills  for  "eight  or  ten  dollars"  with  much  6 f  it  passing 
into  the  hands  of  Louie  Kroner  and  his  clerk  W.  E.  Ludwig  who  gave  it 
away  and  printed  store  advertising  on  the  backs  as  an  advertising  gimick. 
Some  of  the  persons  who  originally  came  into  possession  of  the  money 
claimed  to  have  consulted  the  Mayor  and  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  Billingsley 
who  told  them  there  was  nothing  wrong  about  the  distribution.  However, 
the  latter  says  he  afterward  advised  them  differently.  Within  a  few  weeks 
the  bills  found  their  way  into  various  cities  having  been  oiled,  crumpled 
and  variously  signed  to  present  the  appearance  of  legitimate  money. 

This  brings  the  story  up  to  the  time  of  the  newspaper  article  which 
reports  that  the  United  States  Secret  Service  has  come  to  the  city  to 
confiscate  all  notes  possible  for  destruction.  Time  has  ravaged  most  of 
the  bills  which  escaped  the  Secret  Service  and  many  were  probably  simply 
destroyed  as  worthless  at  the  time.  The  point  remains  that  one  large 
cache  still  remains  with  only  a  few  scattered  specimens  otherwise  known. 

The  notes  turn  up  on  auctions  and  in  the  catalogues  of  dealers  and  coll¬ 
ectors  from  coast  to  coast  and  suprising  prices  are  sometimes  recorded 
for  the  now  not  so  mysterious  notes.

Although  no  one  was  more  surprised  than  John,  our  general  Secretary 
John  Gabarron  is  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Board  of  Governors  for 
the  American  Numismatic  Association.  It  is  no  secret  to  most  of  our 
members  that  John  has  been  President  of  the  Lincoln  Coin  Club,  The  N.N.A., 
and  is  currently  on  the  board  of  governors  of  the  Central  States  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  as  well  as  Sgt-at-Arms  and  Librarian  for  the  A.N.A. 

His  candidacy  is  prompted  partially  by  the  A.N.A.'s  recent  move  to  their 
new  home  and  headquarters  building  in  Colorado  Springs  which  will  remove 
the  library  from  Lincoln  where  it  was  housed  in  John's  house  for  several 
years.  It  now  appears  that  a  full  time  librarian  will  be  hired  and  John 
will  be  available  for  a  higher  office  in  the  organization.  Those  of  you 
who  are  members  of  the  A.N.A.  should  be  looking  for  his  name  on  your 
ballots  which  will  be  mailed  sometime  in  July.  If  there  are  no  other 
persons  running  for  Board  of  Governors  which  you  are  particularly  inter¬ 
ested  in  electing  it  will  help  John's  chances  if  you  vote  only  for  him. 


On  April  29  and  30  the  Platte  Valley  Coin  Club  of  North  Platte 
hosted  their  7th  annual  Coin  Exposition  at  the  K.C.  Hall  in  North 
Platte.

Ray  Shanks,  General  Chairman,  reported  that  there  was  also  a  bid  board 
and  good  bourse  activity. 


Both  tne  U.S.  Treasury  and  the  Royal  Canadian  Treasury  through  a 
major  monkey  wrench  into  the  already  muddied  waters  of  the  current 
silver  question.  The  U.S.  formaly  curtailed  the  sale  of  silver  to  all 
but  industrial  users  while  Canada  forbade  the  exportation  of  silver. 

In  a  no  surprise  type  move  the  U.S.  also  made  the  melting  of  silver 
coins  for  industrial  usage  illegal.  Prices  reacted  in  a  predictable 
fashion  with  the  New  York  price  at  SI. 78  per  ounce  on  immediate  deliv¬ 
ery  with  futures  of  one  year  at  SI. 83  while  the  Treasury  and  Handy  & 

Harman  (the  biggest  seller  of  silver  in  the  U.S.)  are  still  pricing 
at  SI. 29  and  SI. 30  respectively. 

Congress  helped  soothe  the  price  differential  and  create  a  new 
unrest  by  removing  the  silver  backing  of  the  presently  circulating 
silver  certificates.  This  means  that  those  holding  the  S550  odd  million 
silver  certificates  will  have  one  year  exactly  to  redeem  them  for  silver. 

After  that  date  they  will  remain  legal  tender  but  with  no  actual  redem¬ 
ption  value.  This  acts  to  stabilize  the  price  of  silver  by  allowing 
the  Treasury  to  sell  the  silver  which  it  has,  by  law,  been  forced  to 
hold  as  backing  for  the  silver  certificates  outstanding. 

The  sources  for  silver  after  the  Treasury  goes  out  of  the  business  7 

of  selling  silver,  something  which  is  imminent,  probably  within  months, 
will  be  mines,  minor  coins  of  other  coins  (seriously)  and  current  east¬ 
ern  hoards.

March  3,  4  and  5  in  Fremont  was  a  great  success.  Dealers  from  eight 
states  and  Canada  were  present  and  apparently  quite  satisfied  with  the 
large  crowds  in  attendance.

If  memory  serves  me  correctly,  it  was  in  the  April  issue  of  1965 
that  we  reported  the  tragic  theft  of  Doctor  Judd's  extensive  ancient 
coin  collection.  In  the  June  14  issue  of  Coin  World  that  an  unnamed 
Omaha  collector  recently  recovered  most  of  his  50,000  coins  which 
were  stolen  from  his  residence  earlier.  Although  the  person  was,  as 
mentioned  above,  not  named  the  article  goes  on  the  record  as  stating 
that  there  were  180  pounds  of  coins  which  the  owner  set  a  market 
value  of  $300,000  dollars  on  earlier.  As  soon  as  the  exact  identity 
of  this  person  is  known  we  will  report  it,  but  on  the  surface  it 
appears  that  it  may  well  be  the  Judd  collection. 


Through  the  grapevine  the  NEWSLETTER  has  learned  that  Boy's  Town 
is  planning  to  strike  a  medal  commemorating  the  50th  anniversary  of 
that  city.  The  medal  will  portray  both  the  founder  and  the  present 
director  of  Boy's  Town  while  the  famous  statue  of  the  two  brothers 
will  be  featured  on  the  reverse.  The  medals,  which  will  be  produced 
by  the  Franklin  Mint,  will  be  available  in  fine  silver  at  a  cost  of 
$15,  and  Franklinum  II  silver  costing  $5.  Both  types  are  housed  in 
a  black  plastic  holder.  Orders  are  being  accepted  by  the  PhilaMatic 
Center  at  Boys  Town  now.  The  medals  will  carry  no  dealer  discounts 
and  will  be  available  only  at  the  shop  in  Boys  Town.

In  May,  Joe  Ward  of  Lincoln  Passed  away  guietly.  Joe,  who  is 
survived  only  by  a  sister-in-law  from  California,  was  well  known  to 
all  collectors  in  the  south-eastern  area  of  the  state  as  a  knowlege- 
able  collector  and  student  of  oriental  and  far-east  coinage.  Mr. 

Ward  is  a  long  time  member  of  the  Lincoln  Coin  Club,  The  Omaha  Coin 
Club  and  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Association.  Up  until  the  past  few 
years  Joe  rarely  missed  an  American  Numismatic  Association  convention 
no  matter  how  far  away  it  was  held.  Six  coin  collectors  from  Omaha 
and  Lincoln  served  as  pall  bearers.

Luci le  Rhoades,  Secretary  of  the  Ogallala  Coin  Club  has  announced  that 
the  club  will  cosponsor  a  coin  and  rock  show  October  14  and  15  at  the 
National  Guard  Armory  in  Ogallala.  Further  information  will  appear  in 
the  n«xi  n£wSLE.TTLR  or  may  be  obtained  by  writing  Mrs.  Rhoades  in  Brule 
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In  1867,  under  the  Presidnecy  of  Andrew  Johnson,  our 
state  of  Nebraska  became  the  37th  state  of  the  Union.  To 
commemorate  the  centennial  year,  under  the  Presidency  of 
another  Johnson,  the  Omaha  Coin  Club,  A.N.A.  036  (L.M.), 
has  issued  a  34  mm  medal  struck  in  silver  which  is  limited 
to  only  150.  There  were  also  goldine  bronze  and  silver- 
nickel  medals  struck.  The  obverse  design  (see  photo)  is 
the  club  seal,  which  is  also  the  reverse  of  the  1898  Trans- 
Mississippi  Exposition  medal  and  represents  an  Indian  on  a 
horse,  spearing  a  buffalo.  The  inscription  reads  "Omaha 
Coin  Club  Organized  1934."  The  reverse  depicts  the  wagon 
train  which  was  a  common  scene  in  early  Nebraska  and  reads 
"Nebraska  Centennial  1867-1967."  A  very  limited  supply  of 
the  three-medal  set  is  available  at  $6.75  per  set,  postpaid 
A  two  medal  set  of  the  Goldine  Bronze  and  Silver-Nickel  is 
$2.25  per  set,  postpaid.  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to 
the  Omaha  Coin  Club  and  orders  should  be  sent  to  the  Club 
Treasurer  at  Postal  Box  1003,  Downtown  Station,  Omaha,  NB. 


PLATTE  VALLEY  Coin  Club 


Buffalo  Bill's  hometown,  North  Platte,  Nebraska  and  the  Platte 
Valley  Coin  Club  is  sponsoring  a  Nebraska  Staehood  Centennial  Wooden 
Commemorative  Set  consisting  of  a  Wooden  14,  54,  104,  254,  and  504, 
and  a  sixth  piece  that  has  the  state  motoo,  bird,  flower,  and  tree 
on  one  side  and  the  Nebraska  Centennial  Seal  on  the  other  Side. 

The  reverse  side  of  the  other  five  pieces  commemorates  the

Book  Reviews 


G.  F.  Hill 

Collectors  of  ancient  coins  should  find  this  an  excellent  source 
of  historical  subjects  on  coins.  The  author  has  attempted  to  catalogue 
by  event  depicted  or  commemorated  from  the  Persians  conquest  of  Greece 
to  the  silver  tetradrachms  of  Alexander  the  Great  for  his  conquest  of 
Persia  and  which  pictures  the  "flying  owls'  of  Athens".  There  are  over 
200  pages  of  text  and  16  pages  of  plates.

Catalog  of  Israel's  Coins,  Currency  and  Medals  Fred  Bertram 

Although  this  booklet  is  only  52  pages  in  length  it  contains  more 

than  200  descriptive  entries,  each  one  fully  evaluated  and  for  the  most 

part,  illustrated.  Israel's  monies  and  offical  medals  are  sorted  into 
categories  which  the  collector  might  ordinarily  use  and  included  the 
issues  of  the  Palestine  mandate.  Although  there  is  quite  often  a  great 
barrier  to  the  collecting  of  coins  which  the  ordinary  man  can  not  read 
the  inscriptions  and  dates  the  book  includes  charts  which  simplify  this 

problem  and  also  the  numerical  valuations  of  their  coins  and  currency.

Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties  1794-1836  Al.  C.  Overton

Coins  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations  F.  Fridmore 

This  is  the  third  volume  of  references  compiled  by  Mr.  Fridmore 
and  lists  all  of  The  West  Indies  currency  issues,  Bermuda,  etc.  All 
coins  are  listed  by  design,  denomination,  weight,  mintage  and  values. 

The  hard  bound  book  has  364  pages  and  is  priced  at  a  hefty  $21.00  so 
it  is  not  for  the  beginner.  The  book  is  distributed  by  Sping  and  Son,

Double  "D"  Cent  Guide  Albert  Krarrer 

This  is  a  profusely  illustrated  guide  book  to  just  what  the  title 
indicates,  the  Lincoln  Cent  from  1942  through  1964.  The  booklet  was 
originally  published  in  the  January  1965  through  August  1966  issues  of 
the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine.  Double  "D"  mint  marks  are  illustrated 
in  photos  and  drawings  in  a  chart  form  which  are  also  valued  in  four 
conditions  from  good  to  Uncirculated.  The  88  page  paperbound  booklet 
is  available  from  the  author  at  $3.00  at  his  address  of  61-25  97th 
Street,  Rego  Park,  New  York  11374. 
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Nebraska  is  not  the  only  location  celebrating  a  centennial  in  the 
1967  calendar  year,  on  the  first  of  July  1367  three  colonies  of  British 
North  America  embarked  on  the  course  to  nationhood  and  became  the  first 
four  provinces  of  the  new  Dominion  of  Canada.  The  primary  reason  beinq 
the  desire  to  consolidate  defences  and  trade  while  stabilizing  the  pol¬ 
itical  situation.  The  Confederation  was  not  complete  until  1949  with 
the  admission  of  Newfoundland.  To  commemorate  this  occasion,  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint  will  produce  four  Centennial  Projects.  A  brief  description 
of  each  of  these  appears  below.  Each  set  is  individually  explained  and 
the  mint  requests  that  orders  should  have  separate  remittances  for  each 
type  of  order. 

The  Centennial  medallion  (pictured  above)  will  be  manufactured  from 
925  silver,  and  will  be  approximately  1j  inches  in  diameter.  The  obverse 
will  depict  the  Canadian  Shield  and  the  reverse  the  Centennial  symbol. 

Each  is  in  a  presentation  case  and  sells  for  S3.  Orders  will  be  accepted 
only  until  Sept.  30,  1967. 

The  Gold  Presentation  Set  contains  a  $20  gold  coin  depicting  the 
Coat  of  Arms  of  Canada  on  the  reverse  and  the  effigy  of  Her  Majesty  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  on  the  obverse.  The  seven  coin  set,  encases  sells  in  Canada 
for  $40  but  cannot,  unfortunately  be  shipped  out  of  Canada  because  of  the 
United  States'  laws  restricting  importation  of  gold. 

The  Silver  Medallion  Presentation  Set.  This  set  includes  the  silver 
medallion  explained  above  plus  the  six  subsidary  coins  from  one  dollar  to 
one  cent  with  the  new  Centennial  reverse  designs.  The  set  is  encased  in 
a  genuine  cowhide  leather  presentation  case  and  priced  at  $12.  Orders  will 
be  accepted  only  until  September  30,  1967. 

Uncirculated  Coin  Sets  will  be  made  as  in  previous  years  containing 
the  six  subsidiary  coins  from  one  cent  to  one  dollar.  They  will  be  in  a 
transparent  pliofilm  and  the  price  will  be  $4  per  set.  Due  to  pre-packing 
methods  now  in  use  in  the  Mint,  orders  will  only  be  accepted  for  this  set 
in  quantities  of  one,  three  or  five  sets.  Here  again  orders  will  only  be 
accepted  until  September  30th,  1967.
